FROM MY HIDING place in the thick 
jungle shrubbery, I looked down upon 
die- hidden valley deep in the heart of 
Central America ii<» and my eyes widened 
at what I saw. "This is the place, all 
tight^'Mmutteredto myself, "or my name's 
not Lance Latsoa!" 

There below ine was ihe most perfectly 
camouflaged airfield'! had ever seenc-and 
I've seen plenty, btother, from Guadalcanal 
to Vladivostok. From my spot on the low

Desperately, I cbought of cushing down 
there and blasting away with my tommy- 
gun until 1 could get close enough to ex" 
plode the bombs and send the whold place 
to kingdom come. ..but i knew it would be 
sheet suicide. True, I'd i&ced odds of a 
thousand to one many times before. ..but a 
one-man-army is a one-man-fool if he does- 
n't try to even those odds a bit by the use 
of his wits. 

But what in blazes could I do? I had no 
green uniform, so I couldn't disguise my- 
self as one of the rebel ttoopers below. 1 
probably could blast my way close enough

Then, while I was wracking my brain 
crying Co think of any angle, I heard a high, 
whirring sound behind me.

ing fufiously. Then, having proven the ef- 
ficacy of the almara mas, 1 began pour* 
ing a stream of paste inttj their mldsv- 
forcing the ants to dlyide and redivide 
again and again. „uatil there were finally 
dozens and dozens oh separate columns 
heading stiaight down towards the airfield. 

I began hearing cbe firs: screams about 
an hour laret. I knew that Uterally bun- 
. dieds of millions of diivers were ovet- 
cunning thp camp by now, with more bil- 
tiofis behind themi..bot 1 waited-until the 
screams mounted to a crescendo of terror 
and pain before I began striding down die.
